French President Valery Gis- 
card d'Estalcg said in an inter- 
view published here teday that 
it was essential for Israel to 
open relations with its Arab 
neighbours and to seek its se- 
curity through peace rather 
than through a balance of po- 
wer carrying the threat of war. 

In an interview published by 
the Strasbourg Jewish news 
magazine Tribune Juive, the 
French leader said : “I believe 
a fair, global peace is possible. 

“I have noted a certain num- 
ber of activities and policy 
stands and l feel that with the 
exception of one or two pro- 
blems which are indeed very 
difficult - - the Jerusalem pro- 
blem for example - - a just, glo- 
bal and effectively guaranteed 
peace is much nearer than it 
has been in other situations or 
In other regiens of the world.” 

He saic Western Europe, and 
particularly France, would com- 
mit itself to guaranteeing such 
a peace. 

"We ere not among those 
who believe there should be an 
island Israel, cut off from its 
Middle East environment by an 
imaginary sea,’’ he added.

BEIRUT, Jan. 27 (Agencies). — 
The United States has advised Le- 
banon to tread carefully in send- 
ing Arab peace-keeping forces into 
the sensitive southern part of the 
country bordering Israel, several 
newspapers reported today . 

They said U.S. Charge d'Affai- 
res George Lane yesterday told 
President Elias Sarkis, Prime Mi- 
nister Selim A1 Hoss and Kamel 
A 1 As’ad, President of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies, that Israel might 
use the deployment of the Syrian- 
dominated peace force in the 
south as a reason for crossing into 
Lebanon. 

Mr. A1 As'ad said afterwards 
that the Lebanese leaders told Mr. 
Lane the aim of sending the peace 
troops into southern Lebanon was 
to “fill the security vacuum in 
that region". 

He added that they stressed the 
force would not use its pacifica- 
tion mission as a pretext for at- 
tacking Israel. 

Prime Minister A1 Hoss said he 
was aware that Israel was likely 
to retaliate if the peace force mo- 
ved into the south, and for this 
reason the Lebanese army, which 
fell apart during the civil war, 
should now be rebuilt to take over 
security duties. 

In Tel Aviv, a senior Israeli 
official said that Israel is serious- 
ly concerned over troop movem- 
ents in southern Lebanon and has 
approached Syria to withdraw its 
forces from the town of Nabati- 
yeh, only 11 kms from the border. 

He said no reply from Damas- 
cus had yet been received on the 
Israeli approach, apparently made 
through the United States. 

“Action on the ground would 
be better than a formal reply," the 
official added. 

Syrian army peace-keeping tro- 
ops in southern Lebanon arrived 
on Sunday at Nabatiyeh, just north 
of the strategic Litani River. 

If the Syrian action is more than 
local or temporary, carried out

"We are folowing events there 
with the utmost seriousness," the 
chief of staff said. 

In Damascus, the daily news- 
paper A1 Baath - - organ of Syria's 
Baath Party, said today that the 
Arab League peace force in Leba- 
non plans to go aread with its mis- 
sion of bringing about stability 
there regardless of pressures and 
political blackmail. 

The force was carrying out its 
duties according to a well-studied 
plan and under instructions by 
Lebanon's President Elias Sarkis, 
the newspaper said. It was not 
biased towards any of the parties 
In the conflict. 

In Sidori, crewmen of a Leba- 
nese-registered vessel reported to- 
day that an Israeli patrol-boat to- 
day prevented their vessel from 
entering the Lebanese port of Ty- 
re, 15 kms north of the border 
with Israel. 

The vessel, the Ghina Two, was 
described as carrying food from 
Cyprus to Tyre, but after being 
intercepted by the Israeli patrol 
before entering .Tyre harbour, it 
sailed instead to Sidon. 

In another development, Foreign 
Minister Fouad Boutros said in an 
interview published today that 
American Secretary of State Cy- 
rus Vance will visit Lebanon be- 
fore Feb. 20 on his projected tour 
of the Middle East- 

He told the newspaper A1 Nahar 
that the Foreign Ministry receiv- 
ed official confirmation of Mr. 
Vance’s trip yesterday.

DAMASCUS, Jan. 27 <R). — Spa- 
nish Foreign Minister Marcelino 
Oreja Aguirre arrived here today 
at the start of a three-nation Mid- 
dle Eastern tour which will also 
take him to Egypt and Iraq. 

During his two-day stay here he 
will have talks with Syrian Fo- 
reign Minister Abdul Halim Khad- 
dam, official sources said. 

Spanish Prime Minister Adolfo 
Suarez had planned to lead his 
country *5 delegation on the tour, 
but had to abandon the trip be- 
cause of an outbreak of political 
violence in Spain. 

Spanish diplomatic sources said 
Senor Oreja’s talks in Damascus, 
Cairo and Baghdad were likely to 


focus on Spanish relations with 
the Arab World as a whole, bila- 
teral trade and the Arab-Israeli 
conflict. 

Senor Oreja recently visited Tu- 
nisia, where he signed an air spa- 
ce cooperation agreement. King 
Juan Carlos is expected to go to 
Egypt and Saudi Arabia within the 
next few months. 

Diplomatic observers said the 
visits demonstrated the Spanish 
government’s desire to strengthen 
its traditionally close ties with 
Arab countries. 

They said Spain also hoped tc 
boost exports to the area to help 
overcome a large trade deficit in- 
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curred with Arab countries becau- 
se of its oil bill, which totalled 
S4.5 billion in 1975. 

Spain intended to make the Arab 
World cne of three buttresses of 
its foreign policy, they said. The 
others are Latin America and 
Western Europe. 

Spain's sales to Arab countries 
are principal:? in heavy engineer- 
ing. including machinery, comple- 
ted factories, lorries and ships. 

Diplomatic sources said Senor 
Oreja was likeiy to express Spain’s 
continued support for Arab coun- 
tries in their dispute with Israel, 
with whom Spain does not have 
diplomatic relations.

PARIS, Jan. 27 (R). — The can-

SALISBURY, Jan. 27 (R). — Rho- 
desia tightened its conscription re- 
gulations tonight, drastically cut- 
ting deferments to expand its arm- 
ed forces because of the growing 
guerrilla war. 

“The stage has been reached 
where the needs of the security 
forces must be paramount,” decla- 
red Defence Minister Reg Cow- 
per. 

Mr. Cowper said that because 
of deferment and exemption rules, 
army reserve units have been 
going into the field “considerably 
below efficient operating streng- 
th.” 

The minister's statement did 
not say how many additional tro- 
ops would be put into the field 
under the revised regulations. 

In Lusaka, Organisation of Afri- 
can Unity (OAU) Secretary Gene- 
ral William Eteki today proposed 
the setting-up of a pan-African 
military command to help African 
“Front-line states” to resist "hot 
pursuit" raids across their borders. 

The front-line states are Mozam- 
bique, Tanzania, Zambia, Botswa- 
na and Angola. 

The OAU official also said that 
the command could be used to 
prevent South African troops mas- 
sed in South West Africa (Nami- 
bia) from entering neighbouring 
Angola and Zambia in pursuit of 
nationalist guerrillas fighting to 
topple the Salisbury regime. 

Asked to comment on Rhodesian 
Premier Ian Smith’s rejection of 
new British proposals to lead the 
breakaway colony to legal inde- 
pendence, Mr. Eteki said Africa 
was committed to helping black 
nationalists to intensify their libe- 
ration war. 

He said however that the OAU 


did not envisage setting up an 
African army to actually fight in- 
side Rhodesia, “but we should 
think about creating a force capa- 
ble of acting as a deterrent." 

Mr. Eteki will put his pan-Afri- 
can military command proposal to 
the 28ch OAU Liberation Commit- 
tee meeting starting from Friday. 

Mr. Eteki added that his pro- 
posal would also be put to the 
Council of Defence meeting, sche- 
duled here from Feb. 5 to 8. 

Asked whether the OAU would 
sanction foreign intervention in 
Rhodesia, he said that it would 
be up to the Rhodesian national- 
ist Patriotic Front, led by Joshua 
Nkomo and Robert Mugabe, to de- 
cide whether it needed outside 
help to topple the Salisbury go- 
vernment. 

The secretary-general said : “It 
is not up to Africa, it is up to the 
nationalists themselves to say who 
they want to help them. Africa 
would raise no objections if the 
nationalists called on Cuba or any 
other foreign power to help them.” 

Back in Salisbury, Prime Minis- 
ter Smith is expected to press ah- 
ead with his plans to achieve an 
internal political settlement in 
Rhodesia after receiving a vote of 
confidence from his party today. 

A party statement issued after 
a meeting of the Rhodesian Front 
Party executive said : “They re- 
affirm their confidence in the pri- 
me minister, his cabinet and cau- 
cus.” 

The executive meeting was held 
mainly to discuss government 
plans to achieve an internal set- 
tlement, linked with a removal of 
racial discrimination, should the 
government fail to reach agreem- 
ent with black nationalist leaders. 
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Will we heed 
the warning ? 

The severe disruptions that have hit many parts of the 
United States during the past month, due to the unusually 
prolonged cold weather, will probably give the Americans 
fresh cause for concern about their overall energy production 
and consumption patterns. Nothin/ ignites thought like a 
crisis, especially a crisis in a cold room. But the cold weather 
in the U.S. should cause people everywhere to look closely 
at the directions in which the contemporary industrial- 
consumer society is headed. 

The particular difficulties in America this month are due to 
various factors, including shortages of domestic natural gas 
supplies, patterns of consumption throughout the country and 
bottlenecks in distribution of both gas and imported oil, due 
to heavy pressure on gas pipelines and the inability to move 
barges of imported oil on the frozen Mississippi River. Part of 
the gas shortage is certainly due to the economics of produc- 
tion as these relate to the private, profit-seeking gas and 
power companies. The U.S. federal government raised the 
price ceiling on interstate gas last year to $1.44 per thousand 
cubic feet (it had been around 55 cents), and now the gas 
people say they need a yet higher price in order to explore and 
produce new supplies to keep up with growing demand. In 
other words, the power companies are not likely to come up 
with the gas unless they can make a profit in the process, and 
at least be reasonably sure that their huge exploration and 
production expenses (especially for offshore energy) will pay 
a handsome profit. While this economic thi nking applies to, 
say, the ice cream business, it cannot forever be applied to 
energy, without which people will die in the cold, as has 
happened in some macabre cases in the U.S. already. 

If the price incentive is high enough, private oil companies 
will produce energy from trees if they are asked to, but the 
resulting energy will be prohibitively expensive for anyone 
but the very rich. The need for energy in our mechanised 
world is too pervasive and too keen for it to be satiated only 
according to the dictates of how much money one can afford 
to pay. The Americans are finding out this month that while 
they can do without ice cream in the winter, they cannot do 
without heat. The partial breakdown in the American energy 
deiiveiy systems today is due in large part to the fact that the 
system has been stretched to what must be a point near its 
viable outer limits. 

A s imilar energy problem came up in the United States in 
the winter of 1972-73, before the Arab oil embargo or OPEC 
price rise, when a fuel , ‘shortage , ’ was the result of insuffi- 
cient refining capacity coupled with regional consumption dis- 
parities. 

It might help in tii a short run if the price of energy rises to 
the point where it prods private companies to come up with 
the needed extra amounts of gas or oil. But this is a solution 
that in the long run will only mean more and worse hardships 
for future generations everywhere in the world. The situation 
in the U.S. today will inevitably arise everywhere where indus- 
trial, mechanised, consumer societies are developed. 

Hie answer does not lie in the production of energy, but 
in the consumption of energy, and the sources of energy. The 
difficult experiences of the United States this winter should 
cause concerned private and public officials everywhere to 
put their heads together and tackle global energy question on 
a truely international basis. Cooperation in production, prices 
and the development of alternative energy sources to oil and 
gas will help the whole world in the end. Lowering the price 
of oil or raising the price of gas will make things worse in the 
long run, which is something that should be appreciated more 
substantially' this winter.

1 died, 10 injured 
in fire accident 
in W. Bank town 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. Jan. 27 
(R). — One person died and 10 
were injured yesterday when a 
fire destroyed the largest plastics 
manufacturing plant in the occu- 
pied West Bank of Jordan. 

The three-storey plant, located 
just east of Bethlehem at Beit 
Sahur, exports most of its pro- 
ducts to Arab countries through 
Jordan. It is owned by a promin- 
ent Arab leader, Mr. Abou Itah. 

Police said the cause of the 
blaze was still unknown, eight fi- 
remen suffered mild cases of smo- 
ke poisoning. 

Doctors said most of the injured 
will be allowed out of hospital 
today.

Reporting in a recent issue of

Lctic disk into an outward ex- 
panding ring of newborn stars. 

"They are such strikingly be- 
autiful objects,” Prof. Spiegel ex- 
Jdains when asked why he began 
studying ring galaxies. Also, he 
jays, the rings are an unstable 
f orm for galaxies to take. There- 



fore, they must be only hundreds 
of millions of years old, a mere 
eyewink compared to the 10 bil- 
lion years astronomers allot to 
the period of galaxy formation. 

Depending on how two gala- 
xies collide, three different types 
of rings can be formed, the sci- 
entists believe. One is a perfect 
ring with a dark interior. A sec- 
ond type has a star cluster off 
centre inside the ring. The third 
Wnd has a dense knot of stars on 
one side of the ring itself. 

According to the computer 
study, when one galaxy hits an- 
other dead centre and at right 
angles to its galactic disk, a per- 
fect ring will form. Oblique angle 
collisions result in the other two 
ring types. 

Galactic collision forms a ring 
because the interstellar gas which 
makes up about 10 per cent of 
the substance of a galaxy is swept 
into this shape. The concentration 


of gas gives birth to new stars- 
And new stars provide most of 
the galactic glow. 

If this proposed mechanism is 
correct, then dim, older stars sh- 
ould still be in the dark central 
portion of the ring. Dr. Theys 
think* he may have detected in- 
frared (heat) rays from these 
stars in one ring galaxy. 

As the star-studded rings de- 
cay, they bead and finally break 
down into a number of s m a lle r 
galaxies, according to the com- 
puter simulation. The process 
takes 500 to 600 million years, 
says Prof. Spiegel. 

The computer programme also 
predicts that after "some billions 
of years” these smaller galaxies 
eventually merge into a concent- 
rated ball of stars and gases. 
These stellar conglomerations 
may ultimately turn into quas- 
ars, the most energetic objects 
yet found in the cosmos.

Radio jamming 
]$i]f imperils man’s

WASHINGTON, D.C. (CSM) — 
Scientists who listen for messa- 
ges from outer space have begun 
■ to wonder if they'll be able to 
hear the other party. Some pro- 
posed communications satellite 

. .uses could clutter the channels. 

So the International Telecom- 
mumcations Union (ITU) isgoing 
to look into the matter with an ! 
.eye to keeping important frequen- 
cies open. 

ITU is responding to a request ( 
from 21 nations, including the 
United States. These , in turn, have 
..responded to the desire of interes- 
ted scientists to keep some cos- 
mic channels dear far listening 
for whatever alien messages might 
come our way. 

— If mmmuTiicatioris satellites 
were operated at the relevant freq- 
uencies without speceal care, they 
could block these channels by an 
overspill of radio noise from their 
communications Zinks. 

The need, explains Philip Mor- 
rison of the Massachusetts Instit- 
ute of Technology, is not to pre- 
empt these channels, but to cont- 
rol their use carefully. 

Frequencies of irterest run pri- 
marily from 1,400 to 1,800 mega- 
cycles. At the lower end, there is 
the frequency of the radio emis- 
sion of neutral hydrogen , the most 
abundant element in the universe. 
At the high end, is the frequency 
of the water molecule. 

Morrison, who heads an advi- 
sory committee on the extraterr- 
y estria l search for the National Ae- 
„ ronautics caul Space Administra- 
tion (NASA), explains that these 
natural frequencies should be 
known to any technically advan- 
ced civilisation. 

If someone wanted to contact 
another civilisation, It would be 
logical to broadcast at such freq- 
uendes, knowing that alien astro- 
nomers would likely be morator- 
ing them for scientific purposes. 

One of the most recent studies 
has been a sweep of 659 stars by 
Patrick Palmer and Ben Zucfcer- 
man at the US. National Radio 
Astronomy Observatory. 

Although the results have been 
negative. Palmer has coiled the 
labour worthwhile because a po- 
sitive contact tl woutd be an abso- 
lute turning point in history.- 
Morrison agrees, but adds that 
" ft is time the search was put on 
a systematic basis.* 2 Among other 
things, that meats making sure 
that die most likely radio chan- 
nels remain open. . 

The House Science and Techno- 
logy Committee expressed concern 
about this to NASA a year ago. 
Now the ITU is formally taking 
. up the problem. 

It is encouraging that, among 
official bodies concerned primarily 
with down-to-earth matters, the 
sense of cosmic adventure is not 
dead.

The Swire Group 
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East German dissent spreads in wake of Helsinki accord, contact with Wes 


BONN, (CSM). — Dissent in 
East Germany and unrest on the 
inter-German border, along with a 
corresponding government crack- 
down, was by far the biggest Ger- 
man story in 1976. This ferment 
inevitably refocuses attention on 
the whole “German question” at 
a time when the detente debate is 
shifting towards human rights 
questions. 

The pressure has been building 
gradually in East Germany for at 
least four years. Tn December 


1972, the two Germanys signed an 
agreement that among other th- 
ings permitted millions of West 
Germans to visit relatives in the 
East each year. This has repre- 
sented a massive infusion of Wes- 
tern ideas. 

At the same time East Germany 
'has grown more and more depen- 
dent on West Germany economi- 
cally. 

And since Erich Honecker took 
over as First Secretary of the 
Communist Party five years ago, 
a very limited and cautious thaw 
has taken place --for example, 


publication of some literature not 
previously allowed, and govern- 
mental winking at citizens listen- 
ing to Western broadcasts, which 
reach all of the population in one 
form or another. 

In 1975 the Helsinki agreements 
were signed, which pledged all of 
the communist nations of Eastern 
Europe to the free movement of 
people and ideas. East Germans 
were told of this by their govern- 
ment and tens of thousands have 
applied to emigrate. This is un- 
precedented. 

Two events in particular last 
year gave the East German gov- 


ernment a bad image on the 
world scene. One was the gunning 
down early in August by East 
German border guards of Benito 
Cc-rghi, an Italian truck driver. 

He had just driven out of East 
Germany at the border crossing 
near Hirschberg and was killed 
when walking back from the We- 
stern side after forgetting some 
papers. 

He was a member of the Italian 
Communist Party, a fact that st- 
rengthened what was already gr- 
owing support East German dis- 
sidents receive from Eurocom- 
munists. 


The other event was East Ger- 
many’s decision to take away the 
citizenship of the protest folk 
singer, Wolf Biermann. This act 
was protested by over 80 East 
German intellectuals, and some of 
these were arrested. 

Of great interest is that these 
East German developments take 
place at a time when the detente 
scene is shifting. Many West Eur- 
opean analysts feel that the Hel- 
sinki agreements have not worked' 
out the way the Soviets expected. 
Moscow apparently hoped just to 
firm up postwar borders. 

But the stress has been placed 


more and more on human rights, 
especially free movement of pe- 
oples and ideas* This is at the 
heart of the ferment in East Ger- 
many. 

At the same time, both Germ- 
anys ore now in the United Na- 
tions, which focuses more atten- 
tion on them, and West Germ- 
any’s role in the world as a 
middle power has become more 
and more visible. 

It would surely go too far to 
say that the "German question” 
is reopened in terms of a fresh 
start or even a direct debate. 
But it has become clearer this 


last year that Moscow’s post* 
"solution” by occupation and « 
ting up of a non-elected Ee 
German communist govemnwa 
which must build a lethal w 
around Us population to 1% 
them, remains unsettling. 

There are many obvious ret 
ons for this. For one thing t 
East Germans are a Weste 
people who are sensitive to a 
hungry for basic human rights. 

And West Germany, although 
is pledged to peaceful settlemen 
has kept the one German nati 
concept firm in law, in pollti 
and in spirit.

The careful declarer tries 
to combine all his chances in 
an effort to bring home, bis 
contract. South’s technique 
on this hand is worthy of 
study. 

North-South bid superbly 
to reach their optimum spot. 
South's hand was a shade too 
weak for an immediate jump, 
shift, but he showed his 
strength by jumping at his 
next turn. North’s hand sud- 
denly improved, for he had 
first -or second-round control 
in all the side suits and 
three-card support. He con- 
veyed this with a cue-bid of 
his ace of hearts. South was 
worried about diamonds, and 


brought this concern to his- 
partner's attention by jump- 
ing past game- Since North. 

had a singleton in South's 
weak spot, he bid the slam. 

The defense got off to a 
good start with a trump lead. 
On any other lead, declarer 
would have bad the time to 
concede a diamond, ruff two 
diamonds in dummy and dis- 
card his remaining diamond 
on a high heart. Even so. 
that line was not complete- 
ly ruled out. If one of the de- 
fenders held both the ace- 
king of diamonds and a 
singleton trump, declarer 
could still maneuver two dia- 
mond ruffs. To cater for this 
possibility and to establish 
communication between his 
hand and dummy, declarer 
led the queen of diamonds! 

West took the ace and re- 
turned another trump. Now 
declarer could ruff only one 
diamond, but he had a second 
string to his bow. He led a 
club to the ace and ruffed a 
club. When both defenders 
followed, the contract was a 
cinch. 

A diamond ruff put de- 
clarer in dummy to ruff 
another club. Dummy was 
reentered with a heart to 
the queen for a third club 
ruff, which set up two long 
clubs in dummy. And. since 
declarer could still get back 
to the board by overtaking 
the king of hearts with the 
ace, be was able to discard 
his two diamond losers on 
the established clubs to come 
to 12 tricks.

The market Thursday was broadly higher in moderate turnover 
with prospects of a further minimum lending rate fall helping senti- 
ment, dealers said.
